—Hop. Horatio Saymour, lata eandidate for
the firet offize in the United States, has recent-
Iy been electod presidont of tha American
Dairvmen’s Association, and a short time ago
dilivered au adlress upon the subject of
ehocse, Dir. Seymou™ uaserted that “cheesc

ought to be more generally used for food in
this country. The American people bave lost
the cheeze-eating propensities of their fore-
fathors. Cheese is the cheapest of all articles
of food Lhat can be used. Compared with
meat, there are very important economics
connected with it, It requires no fuzl to pre-
pare it. It is more nutricivns, and we must
look upon it as a substantial article of food.
It is not a ‘cheap luxury,’ it is & cheap neceasi-
ty. He hoped steps would be taken to present
cheeso as an article of common food to the
favurable consideration of the poor people of
our cities.”

—The Board of Trustees of the Peabody
Sonthern Educational Fund concluded their
annual meeting at Baltimore yesterday, and
unanimously elected Samuel Watson, of Ten-
nessee, to the vacaney in the board eaused by
the death of William C. Rives, of Virginia.
The report of Dr. Sears, as given to the press,
is confined particularly fo portions of West
Virginia, Arkansas and Tennessce. The report
says: “Since making my last report I have bean
able to complete the general survey of the
cloven States which fall within our province,
Special attention during this interval has been
given to West Virginia, Arkansas and Western
Tennossee. I had hoped also to complete
some unfinished work in the eastern part
of South Carolina, but several causes pre-
vented,” He remarks that in some of the
Btates the political excitement of the last six
months had been unfavorable to that co-opera-
tion of all parties that is necessary for the
establishment apd* support of public schools,
and that for this reason the completion of
some of his plans has been postponed. “Bat,"”
he adds, “‘conriderations of a character contra-
ry to those mentionec Uove, strengthened my
parpose to visit the more Western Brates at
this particular time, where a syetem of public
instruclion was already existing, and was ab
that very time going into operation."
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The Public Service.

Without pretending to a more intimate
acquaintance with the Civil Service bill
+han is enjoyed by most of cur readers, and
without denying that some modifications
may be necessary to conform it to the re-
quirements of the constitution, we have no
hesitation in saying that it is an eminently
wise ond wholly practical measure.

The argument of Mr. Logan, that it is
unrepublican to give office to the most
worlhy and to keep officials of this sort in
the public service, if it were true, would
be an ohjection, not against the bill, bat
against republicanisia itself. It would
prove that a democratical form of govern-
ment was incompatible with the good con-
duct of national affairs and Lhe welfare of
the people at large. General corruption
alone calls for frequent changes in office,
and these chanmges increase the evil. As
Esop's fox, orouching in the water and
besel by s swarm of goats, begged the
swallow not to drive away his tormentors
lest o more hungry multitude should take
their places, so might the public plead that
the blood-suckers, salready half satinted,
might be allowed to remain.

In this country we have suffered, every
way, from tho operation of the doetrine of
Jackson; that “to the victors belong the
“gpoils.” The meaning of this expression,
now unhappily become proverbial, is that
public office is public plunder; thal it is a
rotten-borough of pa‘ronage; o rich recom-
pense for political service; a salary rather
than an employ; a motive to the lower pas-
sions rather than a charge upon the con-
science; o personal promotion rather than
o civil function. Oae thinks of & special
Providence when he observes that this sys-
tem, 80 atrocious and carried on so long,
has not wholly ruined the country. And
it is not & day too soon for us lo ‘‘cease
“tempting Providence.” The soomer we
sheer off from the edge of the precipice
the better. We are not safe, until political
alliances are subordinated to personal
qualifications for office—the aim of Mr.
Jenckes' bill.

As Mr. Baldwin remarks, in his skelches

of “Party Leaders,” the epoils dootrine was
and is the most effective engine of parly.

Tt establishes communication over Lhe whole
country; it gives an interest to thousands

in the success of an administration; it se-

cures a score of supporters, besides fur-

nishiong them with the means of offence and

aseault; it makes the ofliceholder’s place of
business a party barrack and himself cx
officio drill sergeant and recruiling officer,

and supplies him with the materiul for ob-

taining recruits and instituting and perfect-
ing orgonizatica. It brings the passions
into effective play in politics. Butafier all,
the principle of the system is radically
wrong. As we see every dny, fidelity Lo
party is not incompatible with infidelity
to conscience and honor. The officeholder
ghounld be less o servant of his party than
s servant of the public. He should bea
man of capacity and integrity, rather than
o speech maker and a wire-puller.

But, indeed, republicanism is go fur from
requiring the maintenance of the present
pystem, that it rather necessitates ils abro-
gation. Office now depends upou patron-
age, and patronage i3 the mecessary out-
growth of the monarchical principle. The
sovereign appoints officers to carry out his
will. If they do this, they have satisfied
their official responsibility. On the con-
trary, & republic requircs of its officers-
service to the people. It is intolerant of
sinecuriste, and should be of harpies. It
should do precisely what Mr. Jenckes now
proposes—exclude the whole class of in-
competents from the possibility of nomina-
tion. The project would be worthy of ap-
prov-l, if even small intere.ts were at stak>

Of what transcendent importance to o gov-
ernment which gives sixly thcusand com-
missiens !

In such an emergency the epoils doelrine
of President Jackson, and the political clap-
trap of Mr. Logan, will nol answer. There
should be preparations and cxamiuvations
for office among us, as in Pruvsia, from
whose code the bill of Mr. Jenckes is ua
derstood to have been, insubstuncs, copied,
We need all the safeguards adopted by Eu
ropean governments, whom we have mow
learned to rival in the weight of taxes and
the complications of finance. And there iy
no question but that we are mercilessly
plundered on every hand. The ponniless

adventurer finds office & talisman opening
his way to all the hidden treasures of the
country. Let us have Mr. Jenckes' bill
or something like if, and that as soon as
practicable.

We aAre sorry ‘that Attorney-General
Chamberlain has no evidence which justi-
fies him in asserting or believing that Ab-
beville is as peaceful and orderly as any
county in the State  Had Mr. Chamberlain
been able to see the people of Abberville
more and know them betler, be would have
been convinced that they have no sympathy
whatever with lawlessness and outrage, and
that they will use their best endeavors to
prevent Lhe occurrence of acts of violence,
which are as strongly condemned by every
man in Abbeville as they are by the Gov-
ernor and Altorney-General of the State.
